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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


The following comments are submitted in response to the Notice of Allowance. 

Applicant thanks Examiner Goodwin for her time on January 30, 2008 during the 
telephone conversation with Applicant's attorney, Carlo M. Cotrone (Reg. No. 48,715). During 
the conversation, Examiner Goodwin indicated she would send a supplemental Notice of 
Allowability correcting the list of allowed claims to read "7, 9-17, 31, 34, 35, 37-41." 

In the Reasons for Allowance accompanying the Notice of Allowance, the Examiner 
indicates that the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the combination of features set forth in the 
allowed claims, and recites a number of elements in support of this conclusion.
